5. (Amended) The pharmaceutical composition of claims claim 4, wherein 
said VRl agonist is capsaicin. 

6. (Amended) The pharmaceutical composition of claims claim 4, wherein 
said VRl agonist is resiniferatoxin. 

7. (Amended) The pharmaceutical composition of any of claims 1 - 6 claim 
i, wherein said therapeutic compound is an opioid. 
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8. The pharmaceutical composition of claim 7, wherein said opioid is 
morphine, oxycodone, or hydrocodone.

A method for controlling administration of a therapeutic compound 
comprising mixing said therapeutic compound and a vanilloid receptor- 1 (VRl) 
agonist in the same pharmaceutical composition. 

12. The method of claim 11, wherein said pharmaceutical composition is 
suitable for ingestion.
